Wednesday, February 16th, 1898, 
First Day of the Session. 
In the absence of President Dole, who was away in the 

United States of America, Hon. H. E. Cooper, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs and Acting President by virtue of his office, convened the 
Legislature of the Republic of Hawaii at noon this day, the two 
Houses assembling in the Hall of the House of Representatives, 

After Prayers by the Rev. E. S. Timoteo, the Acting President 
Delivered the following Message to the Legislature:« 

Senators and Representatives:= 

In the absence of the President, I present to you several mate 
ters for your information and consideration. 

Exercising the authority conferred upon him by the Constitutim 
and following the spirit of a Resolution passed at your last regul 
session, the President has, with the approval of the Cabinet, made 
a treaty of political union with the United States of America, 

Negotiations were opendd early in the month of April, 1897, 
which resulted in the signing.of the Treaty at Washington on the 
16th day of June, following, by the plenipotentiaries of the two 
Governments; on behalf of the United States of America by the Hon. 
John Sherman, Secretary of State, and by Messrs. Francis M. Hatch, 
Lorin A. Thurston and William A. Kinney, for the Republic of Hawaii 

Having reviewed the action of our plenipotentiaries and findig 
that the Treaty contained in its several articles sufficient provi- 
sions for the benefit and protection of the Republic and desiring 
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to ascertain the pleasure: of the Senate in regard to its final rate 
ification, the President called a special session of that body . 
which assembled on the 8th day of September, 1897, 

After mature consideration of the Treaty, the Senate, by an 
unanimous vote, consented to its ratification on the 9th day of 
September, The Treaty was signed by the President two days later. 

The American copy of the Treaty was transmitted by President 
McKinley to the Senate of that country, on the 16th day of June, 
1897, accompanied by a special message recommending its ratifica- 
tion, 

Until the final exchange of the ratifications the sovereignty 
of this country continues. It is therefore necessary for you to 
consider the biennial end special appropriation bills which will be 
presented to you by the Minister of Finance, and to enact such whok 
some laws as may be required for the well being of the people, 

Owing to the intimate relations existing between the Republic 
and the United: States of Americs, great care should be exercised 
that no action be taken which might interfere with the scope of the 
Treaty above referred to, nor in any way jeopardize the present 
satisfactory relations, nor hinder the future presentation of the 
Treaty, should it fail at the present time to receive the approval 
of the Senate of the United States, where it is now pending. 

JAPANESE IMMIGRATION. 

During the months of March and April, 1897, several steamship 
left the ports of Japan for this country, having on board a large 
number of immigrants. In the course of his inveastigations in re- 
gard to the qualifications of the immigrants to land, the Collector 


General of Customs found that a large number were unable to conform 
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to the requirements of the laws appertaining to the landing of 
aliens, and for that reason denied them the privilege. The immi- 
grants were detained at the Quarantine Station until taken back to 
Japan by the Immigration Companies who had assisted in bringing 
them to this cauntry. This action on the part of the Collector- 
General drew forth a protest from the Japanese Government, and much 
correspondence has been exchanged on the subject. 

As the correspondence progressed it became evident that it 
might be difficult to arrive at a satisfactory settlement of the 
controversy. For this reason it was suggested by this Government 
that the points of difference be submitted to disinterested arbi- 
trators for decision, The framing of issues upon which the deci- 
sion of the arbitrators is to be invited is now being proceeded 
with, 

REVENUES OF THE GOVERNMENT. 

The receipts from the several revenue producing bureaus show 
a marked increase over previous periods, The operation of the 
tax law of 1896 produced in the main satisfactory results, and whik 
it gave rise to litigation, it is now more fully understood, and 
its administration in the future will undoubtedly meet with but 
little opposition. For this reason, and also on account of a de- 
sire that all legislation should follow conservative lines, the Ex- 
ecutive have decided not to introduce any new measure for the pur- 
pose of increasing the revenues, 

APPROPRIATION BILLS. 

The several appropriation bills which will be submitted to 

you by the Minister of Finance contain the estimates of the funds 


required for the successful conduct of the various branches of the 
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Government for the present period. The amounts to be paid from tle 
Current Receipts are within the anticipated revenues of the country 
while such of the contemplated improvements as are to be paid for 
from the Loan Fund have been restricted to the pressing needs of 
our advancing commonwealth, 

CONSOLIDATION OF THE PUBLIC DEBT. 

The Minister of Finance will present to you a bill having for 
its purpose the consolidation of the outstanding public debt. The 
credit of the Republic is so well established that it is expected 
that under proper conditions all the indebtedness of the Government 
authorized by the various Loan Acts may be placed in one Loan, se- 
cured by bonds bearing a lower rate of interest than that now being 
paid. 

AMENDMENT OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

The amendment to Article 63 of the Constitution, proposed to 
and acted upon by the Legislature at its first regular session, 
will be presented to you for your consideration. This amendment 
to the Constitution in no wise changes or affects any of the vital 
principles of the fundamental law; but if adopted will render it 
less likely that come important law may become unconstitutional 
through a defect in its title. 

PUBLIC IMPROVEMENTS. 

During the past period, most gratifying progress has been made 
in the way of public improvements, Nearly a hundred miles of 
roads have been constructed on the Island of Hawaii. The almost 
impassible trails have been replaced by highways of easy grades 
with finely finished and firmly made road beds. This system of 
roads, which has been so well begun should be pushed to a speedy 
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completion. By this means a large area of land which has been 
heretofore practically inaccessible will be made available for set- 
tlement and cultivation, 

While the road improvement has not been so great on the Islané 
of Maui, Oahu, and Kauai, important work has been done on all of 
these Islands, The opening of the Nuuvanu Pali road marks the com- 
pletion of a project that has been before the public for many years 

Extensive improvements of the harbors of Honolulu and Hilo are 
now under way, The demands of our increasing commerce permit of 
no cessation of these works. 

An important factor in the preservation of the health of Hono- 
lulu has been the straightening and improvement of the lower portim 
of Nuuanu stream, while the installation of a modern disinfecting 
plantand other appliances at the Quarantine Station gives assur- 
ance that the possible introduction of disease from foreign count] 
ries has been reduced to a minimum, 

Many new school houses have been built, but still a greater 
number are needed for the accomodation of our school children, some 
of whom although several years above school age have never had the 
benefit of instruction in the public schools. 

All the funds necessary for the continuation of the general 
plan of public improvements should be granted without hesitaion, 
having only in view the sources of revenue at the disposal of the 
Government. 

SEWERAGE. 

At your last session, an appropriation of $10,000 was made for 

sewerage investigation. The greater part of this sum has been 


expended in obtaining plans and specifications foy a system of sew- 
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erage for Honolulu. Inveastigation was undertaken by an eminent 
sanitary engineer, and his report, which included elaborate draw- 
ings, together with estimates of cost of construction and mainte~ 
nance, will be submitted to you by the Minister of the Interior. 

While the completion of the entire system would require the 
expenditure of nearly a half million of dollars, a portion of the 
work may well be commenced, which, when completed, would give that 
part of the city which is most thickly settled, sewerage facilities 

The protection of the health of Honolulu is not only import- 
ant to its inhabitants, but to all the group as well, it being the 
pricipal distributing point and business center the prevalence of 
an epidemic would seriously interfere with the general business of 
the country. 

LAND POLICY. 

The extent of the undeveloped resources of the country are but 
just beginning to be understood. The growth of the coffee indus- 
try has emphasized this and given rise to a demand for land in 
small parcels, upon many of which homes are being erected and occu= 
pied by a very desirable class of people. The present land policy 
of the Government has an important bearing upon this subject, and 
should be continued, but upon a more extensive scaie. 

The sub-division of public lands suitable for settlement shouk 
be carried on with all possible expedition. For this reason the 
Land Commission should be granted increased facilities for carrying 
on the work, A step in this direction would be to place the sur- 
veying of the lands to beopened by the Commission, under the Bureau 
of Survey. This would relieve the Commission from many perplexing 


questions, snd give the Land Agent opportunity to attend to other 
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details, thereby enabling him to push forward the interests of in- 
tending settlers with the necessary promptness. 
FORESTRY. 

The extension and conservation of forests is a matter which 
is receiving the attention of nearly all civilized nations. 
Whatever may be the difference in theories in regard to the effect 
of forests on the amount of rainfall, all admit that many benefits 
result from the existence of large forest areas. 

The protection of the forests has received the attention of 
the Executive during the last two years. Through amicable are 
rangements with those who control large tracts of land many miles 
of fence have been constructed for the purpose of shutting out from 
the forests the herds of wild cattle which infest the mountainous 
regions, 

So much depends upon the correct understanding of the methods 
to be emplayed in an undertaking of this nature it is advisable 
that the work should be in charge of specially trained men. This 
work if carried out judiciously need not interfere with either es- 
tablished or contemplated industries. 

INDUSTRIAL AND REFORM SCHOOLS. 

There are a number of our boys and girls who are so incorrigi- 
ble that their parents cannot keep the necessary control of them, 
or they are the children of parents who are indifferent to their 
welfare, and being left to their own resources become in after 
years an addition to the dissolute and vicious element of our pop- 
ulation, 

That this error may be corrected, it is recommended that a law 


be enacted which will enlarge the scope of the present Reform Schod 
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by giving authority to the Department of Public Instruction to com- 
mit such boys and girls as it may consider require discipline and 
protection, to an industrial school. 

Instruction in the ordinary branches may well be coupled with 
agriculture and manual training in institutions of this kind, and 
if suitable locations are secured for these schools they may become 
partially self-supporting. 

The criminal classes or those ususlly committed to the Reform 
School, may be included ir the scope of institutions of this kind, 
but they should be kept in separate wards so as not to exert an im- 
proper influence over shose who have not become addicted to vicicus 
habits. The desired end of institutions of this kind wopld be 
to give the inmates a rudimentary education as well as training in 
useful trade or employment, all of which would tend to give them a 
better appreciation of the responsibilities of life as well as 
means of self-sustenance upon their discharge from school. 

APPEAL FROM DISTRICT MAGISTRATES, 

The present judiciary law allows sppeals from all decisions of 
District Magistrates in all matters, to the Circuit Courts. This 
has the effect of hindering the work of the Circuit Courts at their 
regular terms, The calendar is repeatedly encumbered by cases on 
appeal from the District Courts of so trivial a nature that the 
really important cases are often crowded over from one term of 
Court to another, to the dtriment of litigants and unjust,;fieble 
expense to the Government. Appeals from District Magistrates to 
the Circuit Courts should be restricetd to cases of importence. 

The right of appeal to the Supreme Court on questions of law may 


well be continued, but with a provision that when the appeals shall 
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be found to be frivolous, the Supreme Court may in its discretion 
impose examplary costs. The right of appeal in criminal cases 
might be governed by the amount of fine or imprisonment imposed by 
the District Magistrate, and in civil actions for debt or assumpsit, 
by the amount involved in the case, 

CABLE COMMUNICATION. 

Under the provisions cf Act 17 of the Laws of 1895, being an 
Act to facilitate the construction and maintenance of telegrephic 
cables in the Pacific, a contract was entered into between the 
Republic and Mr. Z. 8. Spalding, which received the sanction of the 
Legislature by a joint-resolution, approved August 14, 1895. Mr. 
Spalding was unable, through various reasons, to complete the ca- 
tle within the term specified in the contract, and a surrender of 
the contract and the franchise thereby granted was agreed to on the 
3rd day of May, 1897, since which time no definite proposition in 
regard to cable communication, which was considered wise to accept, 
has been presented. 

REGISTRATION OF VESSELS. 

The law regulating the registration of foreign built vessels 
under the Hawaiian flag is not in accord with the policy of the 
Executive. At present, any owner of a foreign built vessel may 
have the right to obtain a register simply by transferring the nom- 
inal legal title to a citizen of this country. There are many ob- 
jJectians to this. The law does not give sufficient protection to 
domestic enterprises, for a vessel, although in fact owned by for- 
cigners, may enter into direct competition with our own vessels, 
even in the inter-island trade. It also increases the obligations 
of the Government to care for Hawaiian seamen abroad. 


A law restricting the granting of an Hawaiian register to ves- 
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sels entirely owned by the citizens of the Republic is recommended. 

In conclusion, I congratulate you that you meet at a time when 
frienldy relations are being maintained with all foreign powers; th 
public peace and health are well preserved, and general prosperity 
prevails throughout the land.

The amendment was duly passed at the last session of the Leg- 
islature, Section 4 of Article 103 of the Constitution provides 
as follows; 

"Upon the passage by the Legislature of any amendment or revi- 
sion of the Constitution as aforesaid, it shall be the duty of tne 


Minister of the Interior to publish such amendment or revision 
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weekly for the twelve weeks next preceding the succeeding general 
election to the Legislature, in not less than two newspapers pub- 
lished in Honolulu in the English and Hawaiian languages respect- 
ively.” 

We find that notivte of the amendment was published twelve 
times in each the "Hawaiian Star" and "Kuokoa", the first publicat- 
ion being made in each paper on July 2nd and the last on September 
17th, 1897, a period of 77 days or its equivalent, 11 weeks, 

We believe that the section of the Constitution above quoted 
requires that the publication of notice should cover a period of 
84 days, 12 full weeks, and that the last publication of notice 
should be made within a week of the election. 

The general election was held on September 29th. 

It appears to us, therefore, that legal notice of the proposed 
amendment has not been given and that the amendment cannot be fur - 
ther acted upon at this session. 

We recommend that the matter be laid upon the table.

officers," I would state: 

The Attorney-General, the Marshal, and his subordinate offi- 
cers are charged with the duty of enforcing the laws. 

The Attorney-General and the officers authorized by him or by 
statute to represent the prosecution in criminal cases before the 
courts are charged with the duty of preeenting and carrying on 
criminal prosecutions, Those who have the authority to represent 
the Government in criminal cases brought before the courts have the 
authority to refuse to bring such proceedings or to enter a nolle 
prosequi, 

The control of criminal prosecutions is in the Department of 


the Attorney-General. After a criminal prosecution has once been 
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begun and evidence taken before the Court, the court has jurisdic- 
tion in the matter and certain of the proceedings thereafter can 
only be taken with the approval of the court. 

The rule or custom which has been adopted of requiring the ap 
proval of the prosecuting officer before the magistrate issues his 
warrant of arrest is not a statutory provision but an understanding 
which has been in force for many years. It is due the officer 
representing the prosecution in any district to have knowledge of 
criminal cases whith are to be brought before the Court, and it is 
of assistance to the magistrate to have warrants of arrest approved 
by the officer before they are issued. 

No magistrate should issue a warrant of arrest without being 
first satisfied that there is reasonable ground to believe that the 
party accused is guilty. It is not his duty to try to prejudge 
the case before it is regularly brought before nim, but he must be 
satisfied that there is reasonable ground for the prosecution. 

The observance of the custom referred to of requiring the approval 
of the prosecuting officer before issuing the warrant is of assist- 
ance to the magistrate in this respect. 

While the practice referred to has been observed for many 
years, it has been with the distinct understanding that the magis- 
trate is not obliged to wait for this approval before issuing his 
Warrant. 

Before this custom or practice was adopted, it not infrequent- 
ly happened that persons under temporary excitement would apply for 
the issue of a warrant, and upon subsequent investigation, it would 
be found that there was no merit in the case at all. In this way 


parties were subjected to great inconvenience and injustice and un- 
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necessary expense was incurred, 

In conclusion, I would state that the custom referred to is 
not one to be arbtrarily exercised, but experience has proven that 
when it is reasonably enforced it results to the benefit of the 
community. 

Minister Smith moved that the Question and Answer be referred 
to the Judiciary committee with instruction to bring in a bill, if 
necessary, to remedy the evil. 

Rep. Gear Was not satisfied with the reply, and so moved to 
place the Reply on file to be disposed of hereafter as the House 
may see fit. Motion carried,

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notice of the amendment,

In your communication received yesterday you request the opin- 
ion of the Justices of the Supreme Court on the question of the 
sufficiency of a publication of a proposed amendment to the Consti- 
tution. The facts are as follows: The publication of the pro- 
posed amendment first appeared in the "Hawaiian Etar” and "Kuokoa", 
in the English and Hawaiian languages respectively, on the second 
day of July, 1897; subsequent insertions being made each week to 
and including the seventeenth day of fCeptember, 1897, The general 
electians of 1897 were held on the twenty-ninth day of September, 
1897, 

The Constitution, in Article 103 under the title "Amendment or 


Revision of the Constitution," fection 1, prescribes that "This 
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Constitution may be amended or revised in the following manner and 
no other." Then follow seven sections prescribing the manner. 
Section 4 is as follows: "Upon the passage by the Legislature of 
any amendment or revision of the Constitution as aforesaid, it 
shall be the duty of the Minister of the Interior to publish such 
amendment or revision weekly, for the twelve weeks next preceding 
the succeeding general election to the Legislature, in not less 
than two newspapers published in Honolulu in the English and pawaih 
an languages respectively." 

The proposed amendment was published “weekly for twelve weeks’, 
that is, on twelve successive Fridays beginning with Friday, July 
2d, and ending with Friday the 17th of September. There was no 
publication of Friday the 24th of September, Which was during the 
week next preceding the election of the 29th September, nor on any 
day of that week, The Constitution requires that the twelve 
weeks of publication snall be "the twelve weeks next preceding the 
election." In this respect, therefore, the requirement as to the 
publication was not complied with. 

The Constitution can be amended or revised in the manner there 
in prescribed "and no other." The requirement in Section 4, Art. 
103, under consideration, being a part of the manner of amendment, 
is therefore mandatory.

Reply 23:= Minister Smith on behalf of Minister King presented the fol- 
lowing reply to question of Rep. Loebenstein in re Waiakea Landing? 

In reply to the question of A. B. Loebenstein, Representative 
from the First District dated Febty 24th, "By what authority any 
amounts were expended for a Boat Landing at Waiakea Landing, Hilo, 
how and form what appropriation authorized by the Appropriation 
Bill of 1896-1897" I will say: 

A boat wharf was constructed at Waiakea, Hilo, under the 
authority of the Appropriation Bill for 1896-1397 from the appro-~ 
priation for "New Breakwater and Wharf, Hilo Bay”.

Reply 27:= Minister Smith presented his reply to question of Rep. Gear 


in re prosecuting officers receiving one-half of fines etc.: 


The Minister stated:~ That the matter coming so directly with 


in the knowledge of the Marshal, a copy of the question was sub- 


mitted to him and in response to the same he has made the following 
Statement: 
"In reply to a question submitted by Mr. Gear, in re prosecut- 


ing officers receiving one-half of fine in any case, I would state 
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that I do not Know of any instance where any portion of a fine has 
been paid to officers of this Department except in cases for viola- 
tion of the opium and smuggling laws, which provide that one-half 
of the fine imposed shall be paid to the person giving the informa- 
tion, and in such cases police officers have when furnishing such 
information received the half of th: fine imposed. 

In but very few cases of this nature are the parties from whom 
the police officer may have received information known to the Court 
or to the prosecuting officer, and when such parties have fur- 
nished the police officer with information, the half of the fine 
after being received by the officer is divided among them as they 
may see fit.' 

On motion of Rep. Gear the reply was referred to the Judiciary 
committee, 

Reply 25:- In reply to the question propounded by Mr. A. V. Gear, Rep- 
resentative of the Fourth District, relative to the enforcement of 
Sections 68 and 69 of the Tax Law of 1896, I Would state: 

Section 68 of Chapter 51 of the Laws of 1896, referred to, 
provides: "If any of the property by this Act directed to be ret- 
urned shall consist of real and personal property, or several 
classes or kinds or parcels of real or personal property, respect- 
ively, which are combined and made the basis of an enterprise for 
profit-" the same shall be assessed as a whole; and the statute 

goes on to provide the method of assessing such valuation. 

The question submitted is whether or not the enforcement of 
this statute has been neglected. 


In reply I would state that in my opinion the enforcement of 


this statute has not been neglected. 
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It should be stated, in order to give full information in re- 
gard to the course pursued by the Government in this matter, that 
the conctruction of the provision referred to was surrounded with 
considerable difficulty in certain cases. There was no difficulty 
in applying the Act to the property of sugar and rice plantations 
and stock ranches, which were composed of several classes or kinds 
or parcels of real or personal property. A severe contest was 
made against the action of the Tax Assessor in applying the provi- 
sions of the Act to the property of the Inter Island Steam Naviga- 
tion Company, and the matter was carried to the Supreme Court. 

The Court held that: "In this case, the assessment of the plaintiff's 
property, consisting of steamships, ship chandlery, coal and real 
estate, as a whole" was proper. 

Another question of the construction of the statute was wheth- 
er or not its provisions applied to purely mercantile concerns. A 
purely mercantile concern was understood to mean a business where 
the proprietor either owned or leased a building and lot and a 
stock of merchandise, and engaged in the selling of such merchan- 
dise, and business incidental thereto; or in the case of individuals 
patnerships or corporations which carried on a purely mercantile 
commission or agency business. 

After careful consideration it was ruled by the Executive 
Council that the statute in question was not intended to apply to 
purely mercantile concerns; and the Assessors were instructed accom 
ingly, 

The conclusion arrived at by the Government was not, in my 
opinion, the neglecting to enforce the provisions of the Act, but 


Was purely a construction of its provisions. 
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In arriving at this conclusion, the Council believed that they 
were carrying out the true intent and meaning of the statute. 

On motion of Rep. Gear, the Reply was referred to the Finance 
Committee. 

Reply 26:= ‘Minister Smith also presented his reply to question of Rep. 
Paris:- 

In reply to question submitted by Mr. J. D. Paris, Represent- 
ative from the Second District,- "Will you please inform this House 
if the cabinet have asked the opinion of the Supreme Court as to tk 
eligibility of Minister H. E. Cooper to act as President of the 
Republic of Hawaii, as required by Article 22 of the Constitution, 
viz: 'to have been born in the Hawaiian Islands or resided therein 
fifteen years', I have the honor to state: 

The Cabinet did not formally ask the opinion of the Justices 
of the Supreme Court as to the eligibility of Minister H. E. Cooper 
to act as President of the Republic. x 

The Article of the Constitution referred to applies solely to 
the office of President and provides that in order to be eligible 
to the office of President a person shall be not less than thirty 
five (35) years of age, have been born in the Hawaiian Islands or 
resided therein for not less than 15 years and be a citizen of the 
Republic. Minister Cooper has not resided in the Hawaiian Islands 
for fifteen years and he would not be eligible to the office of 
President, but it seems clear that the provisions of this Article 
do not apply to the performance by the Minister of Foreign Affairs 
of the duties of President. 


Article 36 of the Constitution provides as follows: 


Section 1: In case of the temporary disability or absence from 
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the country of the President, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, whik 
such disability or absence continues, shall act as President - - -." 

Section V provides: In case any Minister shall act as Presider 
as herein provided, he shall, while so acting, have all the rights 
and powers and be subject to all the duties and obligations by this 
constitution granted to or prescribed for the President. 

President Dole, notwithstanding his absence from the country, 
is the President of the Republic of Hawaii. There can be but one 
President. The Minister of Foreign Affairs during the absence of 
the President performs the duties of the President ex officio by 
virtue of his office as Minister of Foreign Affairs: 

Rep. Paris moved that the cabinet be made a Special committee 
to ask the opinion of the Supreme Court if Minister Cooper was eli- 
gible to act as President of the Republic of Hawaii. 

Rep. Pogue made an amendment to the above motion that the 
Reply be referred to the Cabinet with instructions to obtain the 
opinion of the Supreme Court on the subject. 

The motion as amended was put and carried. 

SENATE JOINT-RESOLUTION. 

The following Joint-Resolution was received from the Senate:- 

The Legislature of the Republic of Hawali in Regular Session 
assembled does hereby extend to the United States of America its 
deep and earnest sympathy in the great loss of life sustained by

RESOLVED that a copy of these resolutions be presented 


to the American Minister for transmission to the President of the 


United States of America. 
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On motion of Rep. Loebenstein the Joint-Resolution was adopted 
by an unanimous vote, 

Minister Smith on behalf of Minister King, asked for further 
time till next Wednesday in which to answer the question of Rep. 
Loebenstein in regard to Hilo Road Contracts. Granted. 

STANDING COMMITTEES, 

Report 9:= Your Finance committee, to whom was referred the Report of 
the Auditor~Genarl, have had the same under serious consideration. 
Under Chapter XXIII of the Compiled Laws of 1884, as amended by the 
Session Laws of 1892, we find Sections 25 to 27 inclusive provide: 
etc., etc.--. In accordance with the above Sections this Report of 
the Auditor-General must be accepted as a Special Report; as the 
above sections provide for an annual report from the Auditor-Genera 
accompanied by an annual statement of receipts and expenditures to 
be furnished him by the Minister of Finance and that such Report 
shall explain such statement in full. 

We further find on considering this special report: 

That the Auditor-General does not have the proper conception 
of the duties of his office as evidenced by the following st:tem-nt 

from the last paragraph on page 3 and table on page 4 of his repor 
in which he says: "I give below a table which shows what proport- 
ion of the Government expenditures under the present law, come un- 

der the inspection and require the approval of the Auditor-General." 

We note the suggestions made by the Auditor-General earnestly 
requesting that the present Audit Act be modified so as to render 
the Audit Department of the Government more efficient and useful 


than at present. 


We would recommend that before the modifying of the Present 
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Audit Act be considered by the Legislature, the provisions of the 
present Act be strictly complied with; as now conctrued and carried 
out only part of the accounts of the Minister of Finance are audit@ 
thus practically nullifying the real intent of the Act. We would 
therefore express emphatically our disapproval of the present sys- 
tem of auditing public accounts. 

It is the opinion of your committee, that if strictly carried 
out, the provisions of the present Act amply provide for the audit- 
ing of all public accounts. 

We do further recommend thet the Auditor-General be requested 
by this House to furnish them with the Annual Report end Statement 
for the year 1896 as provided for in section 26 of the Audit Act 
which requires that said Report end Statement shall be transmitted 
to the Legislative Assembly within seven days «¿fter it has convened

Report #1o:~ Rep. Gear presented report of Public Health committee on 
House Bill #5 re: Licenses, recommending and submitting an Amended 
Bill. On motion of Rep. Gear the Amended Bill was referred to the 
Printing committee. 


Report #11:- Rep. Robertson presented a Minority Report of Judiciary 
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Committee on House Bill #1 re: suspending of sentence in certain 
cases, recommending the indefinite postponement of the bill. 

The committee stated:~ The main object of the bill is to auth- 
crize District Magistrates to suspend the sentence of persons con= 
victed by them for a period not to exceed two years. 

The practice of suspending sentence in vogue here until it 
was decided by the Supreme Court that it was illegal, is claimed by 
the advocates of the bill to have worked well. And the minority 
of your committee believed that in some cases the practice has 
proved beneficial. But it was carried to an extreme and there is 
nothing in the bill before us to prevent the same abuse being re- 
newed. 

I believe that where a person is accused of having committed 
an offense, he should be prosecuted therefor and if convicted he 
should, ordinarily, be punished. But if circumstances warrant it 
in any particular case 6 nolle prosequi may be entered or a pardon 
be granted as may be appropriate. 

The temptation is great to impecunious persons to plead guilty 
to offenses under promise of suspension of sentence though they 
may be innocent of the charge. When once the plea of guilty is 
entered the accused is entirely at the mercy of the prosecuting of- 
ficers who frequently act upon information from unscroupulous and 
corrupt informers, Severe sentence may be imposed when, had the 
case been tried it would have appeared that the prosecution had no 
evidence warranting a conviction. 

The law at present recognizes the power of Circuit Courts to 
suspend sentence but denies that power to the lower courts. I be- 


lieve the present law on the subject to be generally satisfactory 
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and cannot advise any change. I recommend that the bill be indef- 
initely postponed. 

On motion of Rep. Achi, the Minority Report was tabled for 
consideration with Majority peport when introduced.

Gentlemen: 
Your communication of the 26th instant is received. 

You desire the opinion of the Justices of the Supreme Court upon 
the following question: "Does the provision in regard to disabi- 
lity to hold the office of President as set forth in Article 22 of 
the Constitution apply to the Minister of Foreign Affuirs acting as 
President during the temporary absence of the President; and is the 
present Minister of Foreign Affairs disqualified from acting as 
President during the temporary absence of the President? Your 
communication states the facts in question as follows: ‘The pres- 
ent Minister of Foreign Affairs, H. E. Cooper, arrived in this 
country on the 7th day of June, 1890, has resided here ever since 
and is a citizen of the Republic.' 

Article 22 of the Constitution under the caption "Qualificat- 
ions of President" requires that in order to be eligible to the of- 
fice of President, "a person shall be not less than thirty-five 
years of age; have been born in the Hawaiian Islands or resided 


therein for net less thun fifteen years; and be a citizen of the 
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Republic." 

Article 36 of the Constitution, section l, prescribes that "in 
case of the temporary disability or absence from the country of the 
President, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, while such disability 
or absence continues, shall act as President." 

The President is now temporarily absent from the country, and, 
in obedience to the Constitution, the Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Hon. H. E. Cooer, is acting as President. No question is amde as 
to the constitutional qualification of Mr. Cooper to be Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. Mr. Cooper takes the office of Acting President 
by virtue of Article 36 of the Constitution, and to dc so the only 
qualification that he must possess is that he be the Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. Whether Mr. Cooper be eligible to the elective 
office of President is altogether foreign to the question and can- 
not be enquired into, Mr. Cooper's functions as Acting President 
began when the President left the country and will cease when he 
returns, 

We therefore answer both parts of the question requested of 
us in the negative, 

We desire now to call the attention of the Cabinet to Article 
87 of the Constitution, which prescribes as follows: "The Justice 
of the Supreme Court, when requested by the President or the Cab- 
inet, shall render opinions upon questions of law upon solemn goc- 
Casicns." We doubt very much whether the occasion Which has given 
rise to the question submitted for our opinion is one of the char- 
acter required in the Constitution.

House Bill #1, relating to the suspension of sentence in certain 
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cases, beg leave to report as follows: 

The majority of your committee has carefully considered this 
Bill, and they are of the opinian that this is a law which will 
assist in the administration of the law, and they are therefore of 
the opinion that authority should be given to District Magistrates 
to suspend sentence for a period not to exceed one year from the 
date of the conviction, we would therefore recommend that the bill 
be amended by reducing the time for which sentence could be suspené 
ed from two years as provided for in the Bill to one year, with 
this amendment, we recommend that the bill pass. 

Signed by Achi and Kaeo. 

On motion of Rep. Pogue, the Report was tabled for considera~ 
tion with the bill and Minority Report. 

Report #13:= Rep. Pogue presented the Report of the Finance committee 
on the Reply of the Minister of Finance to question of Rep. Pogue 
relating to transmitting the Annual Statements for the years 1896 
and 1897 to the Auditor-General. The committee was obliged to 
report that the Minister had not complied with the Law and there- 
fore recommended the adoption of the following Resolution:- 

Resol, "RESOLVED that it is the wish of this House of Representatives 
that the Minister of Finance do furnish the Auddtor-General Annual 
Comparative Statements for the year 1896 and for the year 1897 with 
as little delay as possible." 

On motion of Rep. Robertson the Report was placed on the Order 
of the Day. 

Rep. Wilder for Passed Bills committee reported that Senate 
Bill #1, Appropriation for Expenses of Session of 1898, was pres- 


ented to the Acting President Feb'y 26th. 
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Report #14:- Rep. Robertson reported for the Judiciary committee on 
House Bill #3, stating that the object of the bill was to transfer 
the Island of Molokai from the Second to the First Judicial Circuit 
And further that the objection to the transfer was that it would 
add to the work of the Circuit Court of the First Circuit which was 
already overworked. That Molokai was in the same district as Maui 
for Taxation, voting and other purposes, and it would be better for 
uniformity's sake that those Islands be kept together for Judicial 
purposes. The committee therefore recommended that the Bill be in- 
definitely postponed. 

On motion of Rep. Robertson, the report was tabled for consid- 
eration with the bill. 

Rep. Paris reported House Bill #9 as typewritten, and Bills 19 
and 20 as printed. 

Resol. #13:- Rep. Wilder introduced a Resolution that an item be in- 
serted in the appropriation bill for Breakwater at Waiahole, Oahu. 

The Resolution was referred to Public Lands committee. 
Resol, #14:- Rep. Wilder introduced another Resolution that an item of 
$5000 be appropriated for keeping in repair the Nuuanu Pali Road. 
Rep. Achi moved to refer to Finance committee. Lost. 
The Resolution was referred to Public Lands committee. 
Rep. Achi gave notice of a Bill relating to Fire Inquests. 
Rep. Gear asked leave to introduce a bill of which notice he 
had already given. Granted. And the honorable member then in- 
troduced for the first time House Bill #23, relating to Procedure 
in actions of condemnation under the right of Eminent Domain. 


The bill was read first time by title, and on motion of Rep. 


Gear the bill passed first reading. 
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Rep. Isenberg gave notice of a bill to amend the act granting

Pogue in re Transfer of Prisoners, accompanied with the fol- 
lowing reply to him from the Marshal: 

"In re the matter of prisoners sentenced to more than three 
months imprisonment being ordered sent from Maui to Honolulu, I 
would state that such orders have from time to time been sent to 
the Sheriff of Maui as well as to the Sheriff of Kauai, 

The object in so doing being to keep the number of prisoners 
apportioned as nearly as possible to the requirements of the dif- 
ferent Islands and also to the facilities for accomodation at the 
different Jails. 

Hawaii, with its ample Jail accomodations at Hilo and the 
large amount of work required to be done by prisoners, sends none 
to Honolulu. 

Ordering from Kauai and Maui only such prisoners as have been 
sentenced to more than three months imprisonment leaves an ample 
number for prison work of those who may be working out fines and 
terms of imprisonment of three months or less.

careful conriderution, it was ruled by the Executive Council that

The 


conclusion arrived at by the Government was purely a construction 
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of the provisions of the Act. In arrivirg at this conclusion, the 
Council relieved that they were carrying out the true intent and 
meaning of the ftutute.! 

From the letter of the Minister of Finance above quoted, and 
the evident infulerce which was brought to bear upon the Minister 
of Finance at that time, we are forced to the conclusion that the 
temporary withdrawal of Schedule E was a matter determined upon 
with some reluctance, es the Minister of Finance was careful to 
state that said withdrawal was not to be taken as establishing a 
precedent, but simply as a ruling which affected that one assess- 
ment, 

Your Committee have examined the original Bill relating to In- 
ternal Taxes as introduced in the Senate in the Cessian of 1896, 
and we find that fection 68 was not a part of said Bill as origin- 
ally introduced. We further find that said Bill was referred to a 
special committee, and that in the report cf said Committee, Cectin 
68 was introduced for the first time as an amendment to said Bill. 

From interviewing the Chairman of said Committ:e we are ins 
ferned thet the Section as introduced was intended to apply to mer- 
eantile concerns as well as to cugar and rice plantations, end 
stock ranches, 

It is the opinion of your ceommittee, that the only difficulty 
which surrounded the construction of the provision referred to, Was 
the influence brought to bear upon the Executive Counci) by certain 
mercantile houses who wished to evoid the payment of an increzsed 
tax value, 

We are of the opinion thet the Executive Council, in ruling 


that the Statute in questicn was not intended to apply to purely 
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mercantile concerns, overstepped the bounds of their authority, 
and exercised the power belonging wholly to the Judiciary Depart- 
ment of the Government. 

The statement in the letter of May 15th, 1897, to the effect 
that the Executive Council were desirous in all cases of doubt, to 
give the benefit to the tax payers, is a great surprise to your 
Committee, as we have always considered it the duty of the Execu- 
tive Council on questions of doubt upon the construction of the law 
to give the benefit to the Government, thereby allowing the judic- 
iary Department to properly exercise the functions for which it was 
created, In view of the above facts, we would recommend the a- 
Goption of the follcwing Resolution: 

RESOLUTION, 

RESOLVED That it is the desire of the House of Representative 
that the provisions of fCections 68 and 69 of the Tax Law of 1896 be 
enforced against mercantile concerns, as well as ell other classes 
of business where real end personal property, or several classes or

In answer to question of pep. Pogue, Rep. Paris for the Print- 
ing Committee replied that the new House Rules would be ready print 
ed on Friday.

Rep. Gear gave notice of a Bill relating to Prohititing the 
Penal enforcement of Contract for personal services. The same 
member also gave notice of a bill to amend section 33 of Act relat- 
ing to the Internal Taxes; and a Bill relating to Stenographersy 
Interpreters, and Clerks for certain Courts of the pepublic. 

Rep. Loebenstein gave notice of his intention to introduce a 
Proposed Amendment to subdivision 6 of Article 74 of the Constitu- 
tion; elso a Bill to amend section 6 of the Internal Tax Law of 
1896, 

Quest. #40:= Rep. Loebenstein asked of the Minister of Finance whether 
statistics were on record of the amount of taxes, both real and 
personal, that became delinquent after the first day of January, 
1897, also of the number of taxpayers or voters whose taxes were 
delinquent to that date. 

On motion of Rep. Gear, Answer #8 of the Attorney-General in mæ 
Issuing Warrants of Arrest, was taken up from the table and read 
again. 

Resol. #21:= Rep. Robertson then introduced the following 

RESOLUTION: 

WHEREAS it is the right of every person against whom an offene 
has been committed to make complaint thereof to a District Magis- l 
trate and to request the issuance of a warrant for the arrest of 
the offender; and 

WHEREAS it is the duty of every District magistrate to whom 


such complaint is made, if it appears to him that en offense kas 
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been committed, to issue his warrant requiring the Marshal or other 
officer to forthwith arrest the accused and bring him before such 
Magistrate to be dealt with according to law; and 

WHEREAE it appears that it has become the practice of Dist- 
rict Magistrates to refuse to issue warrants unless the same have 
previously been approved or allowed by the Marshal or other prose- 
cuting officer and irrespective of their belief as to the commissim 
of the offense charged; and 

WHEREAS it appears that this practice has been inculcated 
upon the Magistrates by officials of the Attorney-General's Depart- 
ment; and 

WHEREAS said practise is an usurpation of Judicial functions 
by officers of the Executive branch of the Government and is with- 
out warrant or authorization of any law of this country; 

BE IT RESOLVED, that it is the sense of this House that said 
practice should cease, and that the Attorney-General should in- 
struct kis subordinates throughout the country to discontinue the 
practice of approving warrants in advance of their issuance by the 
Magistrates. 

RESOLVED also, that the Clerk of the House transmit a copy of 
these resolutions to the Attorney-General without delay. 

Rep. Achi spoke against the adoption of the Resolution, and he 
moved to lay the resolution upon the table. 

A motion by Rep. Kahaulelic to adjourn was put and lost. 

At noon on motion of Rep. Pogue the House took a recess until 
1:30 p/m. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The House re-assembled at 1:35 p/m.

On leave being granted, Rep. Atkinson introduced his bill rel- 
ating to Slander and Libel. The Bill passed first reading by 
title. 

On suspension of the rules, Rep. Achi presented the Report of 
the Special Committee of One on Resolution #4 re: Registry of 
Deeds: 

Report #24:= "Your Committee to whom was referred the above Resolution 
beg leave to report that they have had the same under careful con= 
sideration. And your committee are of the opinion that this is a 
matter that should receive the careful consideration of this House, 
because it is something that every one in this country is interesta 
in. At the present time the expenses connected with searching and 
ascertaining the titles to lands in this country are constantly in- 
creasing, andas long as the present system continues, so long will 
the increase of expenses continue, 

This matter received the careful consideration of the Special 
Session of 1895 and the Regular Session of 1896, and steps were 
taken to reach the object sought for in the latter part of this Res 
clution. 

And whereas on the 6th of june, 1896, a Joint=Resolution was 
adopted by the Legislature of 1896 providing for the appointment of 
a Commission to examine into and report on this matter, and as your 


Committee cannot ascertain that the House will get the benefit of a 
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report from the Commission appointed in 1896, unless they present 
a report to this House. 

And whereas is is of great importance that steps should be 
taken to reduce the expenses connected with the transfer of real 
estate and of the settling of titles, your committee is of the 
opinion that this House should take some step to have a beginning 
made concerning this question, Your committee would therefore 
recommend the adoption of the following Resolution, which is made 
a part of this Report:- 

RESOLUTION. 

RESOLVED that a Special Committee of Three be appointed by 
this House for the purpose of investigating into the Registry of 
Deeds and Land Transfer at the Record Office, and to report to this 
House before the close of this Session so that this House may know 
what to do with regards the Registry of Deeds for the benefit of 
the Public.

"The proposition was submitted to the Council of State for ad- 
vice, which body unanimously recommended such action. 

"In response therefore to these expressions, and appreciating 
the advantage of being able to study the situation in Washington, 
I sailed upon the mission, accompanied by Mrs. Dole, Major Curtis R, 
Iaukea, and Dr. Francis R. Day, on the 9th January. 

"During my brief stay in Washington, I had personal confer- 
ences with President McKinley and the members of his administration 
I also gained much insight int.o the status and prospects of annex- 


ation from the Hawaiian Minister ot Washington, end others. 
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"The Treaty was at that time under discussion in the Americen Senate 
vith a fair prospect of receiving the necessary two-thirds vote for 
its ratification. Failing this, it was expected that the matter 
would te promptly taken up under a joint-resolution and pushed 
through to a sucessful conclusion. 

"My visit in Washington was marked by the boundless hospital- 
ities both of the Government and citizens, and the highest official 
honors extended to me as President of the Republic of Hawaii. A 
similar cordial recognition and warm interest in the Hawaiian Ise 
lands Was in evidence all along the road, through kindly greetings 
and social festivities, as we traversed the continent in going and 
returning.

Answer 2: The net debt of the Government December 3lst., 1897, is 
$4,390,146.65. The amount in excess of the $4,000,000 te be as- 
sumed by the United States amounts to $390,146.65 or whatever as» 
mount may be in excess of $4,000,000.00. This is a debt still due 
to parties holding the obligations of this Republic and will have 
to be liquidated by the Government of the State or Territory of 
Hawaii."

"In reply to questions 2 and 3 I have to say, that at the pre- 
sent the Treaty of Annexation is under consideration at Washington, 
and it is the usual practice when a Treaty is under consideration 
with Foreign Powers to Limit discussion as to what the probable 
actions would be in event of ratification taking place. fhould 
Annexation take place, Congress, and Congress only would have the 


authority to regualte the state of Hawaiian Currency."

placing the Executive in the dilemma of receiving rival and clash- 
ing resolutions from the two branches of the Legislature, aimed at 
influencing or controlling its action. It will be apparent to you 
in this connection that when matters of executive administration 
are under discussion in the Legislature or in either branch thereof, 
the opinion of the Legislature upon the subject matter becomes of 
great importance to the Executive.

"The first provision referred to is found in Section 1 of the 
bill which requires that before summons is issued in a case, the 
plaintiff must file a bond with sureties in the sum of five hundred 
dollars to cover costs. 

"The other provision is in Section 7 and provides that the pre- 
vailing party in the case shall be paid by the loser the sum of one 
hundred dollars for attorney's fees, 

"As to Section 1 we have to say, that we do not believe there 
is any necessity of enacting the provision for the reason that 
there now exists a general provision, Section 856 of the Civil Code 
applicable to libel as well as other cases, whereby a party may be 
compelled to give security for costs. 

"In regard to fection 7 which provides for an allowance for 
attorney's fees, we do not see any good reason for making an ex- 
ception of libel and slander cases in that respect. A general law 
has been advocatal in some quarters providing for the allowance of 
counsel's fees in all cases, but whether or not that would be de- 


sirable, we need not now discuss.

"The work of street extension and improvement should proceed 
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as nearly simultaneously as possible,- and there should be no delay 
in requiring the appruisement of damages and bettermants for pro- 
perty condemned, But the extension of the other streets named in 
the original bill should not be postponed into a problematic future 
for the reasons given, and your committee therefore recommends the 
passage of the Bill with various amendments."

"As the question related chiefly to the work being done by Dr. 
L. F. Alvarez in the treatment of leprosy, I referred them to him 
and have received his replies as follows: 

"Answers to Questions 1 and 2: "Yes." 

"Answer 3: Because the good results reported were observed 
curing the first month of treatment. During the last two months 
there was no further improvement. 

"Answer 4: That Dr. Alvarez did not report the cases of the 
two cures to the Berlin Conference because the tocsins of the ba- 
cillus prodegiosis did not prove to be a specific remedy for lep- 
rosy."Answer to question 6: That they were not the only two cure 
of leprosy on record, The cases reported cured would fill many 
vcliumes, fome cases are reported in the Scriptures, Vide 
2 Kings V:14; St. Luke, XVII:14 and V:13; St. Mark, 1:42; St.Mat- 
thew, VIII:3. The writings of Albucassis, a learned Arabian phy- 
sician of the eleventh century, cbound with reports of cases cured. 
Numerous cases have been reported as cured during the last fifty 
years, Among the recent ones the follewing may be enumerated: 
Surgeon Trimmell reports to the Madras government that in sixty 
four cases two were cured and great benefit was experienced by the 
others, Another medical officer reports to the Government of Bom- 
bay that he was able to discharge a patient cured. Dr. Abraham 
reported to the Epidemiological Society a case that was considered 


cured, Dr. Fox reported to the New York Medical fCociety a case 
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that had perfectly recovered. Drs. Unna and Goldschmidt of Paris 
heve reported cases cured. At the Lepra Conference, Drs. Fornara, 
Olaya Laverde, Carrasquilla and others reported cases cured, 

"Answer 7; The treatment was continued two months after the 
patient ceased to improve. 

"Answer 8: That the two persons above referred to were exam- 
ined by the Board of Examiners on November Soth, 1895. 

"Answer 9: That to his knowledge, it was not true that per- 
sons were sent to Molokai who were not lepers."

No reason 
appears why the bill should pass and it is therefore recommended 
that it be indefinitely postponed. Signed by all the committee."

and Laws of this Republic ss well as upon the general principles 
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of law. Applicants must also furnish certificates of gcod moral 
character, We believe that these provisions are sufficient for 
all purposes, and that there is no need of making any change. 

"We recommend that the bill be laid upon the table." 

The report was tabled witht the bill. 

Rep. Pogue, at his own request, was excused from serving on 
Special Committee relating to Dangerous Telephone Posts, and Rep.

Kaai, as fol- 
lows:= "In re damage done to houses and effects of persons living 
in the vicinity of Haaliliamanu and Smith's Bridge, I would state 
that such damage, for the most part, consists of the thorough soak- 
ing which the cloathes and bedding of those living on the lower 
floors of buildings in that district received. 

"A great deal of mud was carried into these houses by the floog 
and this, more than water, jid the damage. The report of Capt. 
Parker, Whom I have detailed to visit all persons residing in the 
district, was, that what most of them desired was bedding and 
blankets, and clothing for some of the women and children, 


"A careful count of all those residing in this District, who 
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have suffered from such losses, shows the following: 
98 males, adults, 
93 females, n 
117 children. 

"A number of families have already moved out of the district 
and taken up their abodes elsewhere until such time as the mud and 
water shall have entirely disappeared from that district, 

"A few wagons or baggage expresses if placed at the disposal of 
these people for a few days would be of great service to them. 

"I would suggest that, if it is possible for the Government to 
do so, that those most in need be provided with clothing and bed- 
ding. 

I Remain, Very Respectfully, 
(Signed) A. M. Brown, 
Marshal, Republic of Hawaii." 

On motion of Rep. Robertson the report was received and tabled

Petit, #74:- Under suspension of the rules, Rep. Loebenstein presented 
two petitions (1) asking for an appropriation of $26,000 for road 
from Waimea to Huehue, Hawaii, and #75 (2) asking for an approprie 
tion of $2500 for telephone lines from Holualoa to Waimea, Hawaii. 

Both petitions were referred to Public Lands committee. 

Report #59:= Rep. Robertson presented the report of Special Committee 
relating to House Bills #27 and #43 which were indefinitely post- 
poned by the Senate, stating as follows: 

"Your Select Committee to whom were referred Senate communica- 
tion dated March 23rd, reporting the indefinite postponement of 
House Bills Nos. 27 and 43, together with the report of the House 
Passed Bills Committee thereon, beg leave to submit the following 
report: 

"We have interviewed, in connection with this matter, the At- 
torney-General as well as several Senators who were present when 


action was taken on the bills in question, and also the Clerk of the 
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Senate, We find that these two bills came before the Senate upon 
first reading on March 2lst, when they were read through and passed 
without discussion; that they came up upon second reading on March 
22nd; that beyond a few remarks by the Attorney-General, who in= 
forms us that he advised against hasty action, only one Senator 
discussed the bills; that no motion was made to refer either bill 
to a committee, nor to typewrite the same; that without further cor 
sideration the bills were indefinitely postponed, and this in face 
of a rule of the Senate, that upon second reading, a bill shall be 
subject to either of two motions, viz: to commit or pass. 

The Senators with whom we have talked upon this subject admit 
that these bills were not given proper consideration; that the acte 
ion taken by them was hasty; and they concede the correctness of 
the principle which this House seeks to establish, namely, that 
every bill which is transmitted by one branch of the Legislature to 
the other shaould receive the careful consideration of the other, 
and, in order that this purpose be fully accomplished, should be 
referred to a committee. 

"The desirability of maintaining this rule is demonstrated by 
our investigation of this matter for it appears that Bill #43 was 
entirely misunderstood by the Senators. 

"We are satisfied, however, that there was no discourtesy ine 
tended by the Senate in the hasty action taken, and we have reason 
to believe that in the future our bills will receive due consid- 
eration at the hands of that body. 

"We therefore recommend that the Senate communication and the 
report of our Passed Bills Committee be accepted and placed on file 


Signed by all the committee." 
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The report was adopted. 

Report #60:= Rep. Wilder reported for Commerce committee on House Bill 
#41 re: Maintaining Steam Laundries in the District of Kona, Isiand 
of Oahu, stating that the present Wash houses situated at Iwilei 
represented a paying investment of the Government; that there was 
not sufficient room for all the laundrymen doing business, there 
being several washing elsewhere, But if steam laundries were al= 
lowed to operate within the city limits it might have the effect of 
closing up some of the Chinese washmen now in the business, thereby 
reducing the returns to the Government from this source. But as a 
better class of washing was desired in a community like this, the 
committee deemed that the privilege should be granted nevertheless, 
but not to any one individual, and with a proper license fee under 
Board of Health regulations. The committee therefore recommended 
the passage of a fubstitute Bill prepared by them. 

On motion of Rep. Pogue, the Substitute Bill was referred to 
the Interpreter to be translated. 

Rep. Loebenstein gave notice of a bill relating to a Steam 
Railway on the Island of Hawaii.

On motion of Rep. Robertson, the Resolution was referred to

Quest. #81:= Rep. Achi propounded the following question of the Minis- 
ter of Finance;

Quest. #82:~ Rep. Loebenstein propounded a question of the Minister of 
Finance relating to the withdrawal of alcohol from the Custom 
House free of duty by the Queen's Hospital and also the Bernice 
Pauahi Bishop Museum, and to state whether ‘he president, secretary 
or eny trustee, or any other officer, agent or servant of the said 
Queen's Hospital had been required to furnish a sworn statement 
certifying that such withdrawals were for the sole and special use 
of said Hospital, etc.

Pogue, Robertson, and Isen- 
berg arrived later and Reps. Richards and Speaker Kaulukou excused. 

The minutes of the previous day were read and approved. 

Answer #83:- Minister Damon presented his reply to question of Rep. 
Achi in re Number and Pay of each of the Post Masters in each of 
the Taxation Districts throughout the Islands, the number by islané 
being as follows: Oahu, 14 post masters; Maui, 22 post masters; 
Hawaii, 30 post masters; Kauai, lo post masters; Molokai, 3 post 
masters; Lanai, 1 post master, making a total of eighty post mas- 
ters, whose salaries ranged from $loo to nothing per month. 

On motion of Rep. Achi, the Reply was ordered printed. 

Reply #84:= Minister Damon presented his reply to question of Rep. 
Loebensteéin in re Withdrawal of alcohol from the Custom House by 
the Queen's Hospital and the Bernice Pauahi Bishop Museum, stating 
that forty gallons were withdrawn from the Custom House in 1896 and 
fifty gallons in 1897, that there was no duty collected thereon, 
and that this custom had been in vogue for forty years, and also 
that the Queen's Hospital existed under a Charter,- a Corporation,- 
but practically a Public Institution under the auspices and control 
of the Government, and further stating as follows: 

"Conceived and established by King Kamehameha 1V and his Con- 


scrt Queen Emma in 1859, the Sovereign of this country became under 
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the Charter the perpetual President with the prerogative of appoint 
ing a Vice-President for a biennial period,whith function and pre= 
rogative is now vested in the President of the Republic, with 

whose sanction the Minister of the Interior appoints tem (lo) 
Trustees, or half the Board, the other ten Trustees being elected 
by ballot, to hold cffice for four years consecutively. 

"The Hospital was established for the benefit of Hawaiians who 
have a claim to maintenance and treatment free of charge, which 
they have enjoyed ever since, The above gives briefly the status 
of the Queen's Hospital. Ever since the Hospital was established, 
Alcohol and Spirits for the use of the Institution have been with- 
arawn from the Custom House duty free, and the question has never 
arisen under what legal authority such concession existed, 

"The Bernice Pauahi Bishop Museum desiring to acquire a new pri 
vilege, were compelled to solicit the passage of an Act to autho-~ 
rize the use of such privilege. 

"Established precedents are followed as closely as practicable 
in Customs work, so far as the same are compatible with efficient 
work and not violating intent of laws." 

The reply was accepted and filed. 

STANDING COMMITTEEE. 
Report #6l:- Rep. Gear presented the report of the Public Health com- 
mittee on House Bill #54 as follows: 

"Your Sanitary Committee to whom was referred House Bill #54 re 
to provide against the adulteration of food and drugs, beg to report 
as follows: 

"We find that the object of the Bill is to prevent the sale of 


food and drugs which may prove injuricus or dangerous to life, and 
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Ny 


to regulate the sale of adulterated foods and drugs. 

"Your committee endorse the object of the Bill and with the 
following amendments recommend that the bill pass, etc." 

The report was tabled for consideration with the bill. 

Report #62:- Rep. Robertson reported for the Judiciary committee on 
House Bill #49 re: limitation of time within which to commence 
actions to recover land, stating partly as follows: 

"The object of the bill is to reduce the time within which to 
commence such actions from twenty years, as the present law pro» 
vides, to ten years, with a view to improving the condition of land 
titles in this country. 

"When Kamehameha III authorized the division of the lands among 
the Chiefs and people, the large majority of applicants for titles 
were native Hawaiians and it was to them that the ownership of the 
grester part of the land was confirmed, 

"A great many of these titles have become clouded and uncertain 
by reason of the deaths of former owners whose estatec have never 
been probated in Court, so that the ownership of the lands cannot 
be determined by any matter of record, but only from such ex parte 
statements as may be obtainable from persons acquainted with the 
land and the former occupants, 

"The records of the Registry Office cannot disclose with cer- 
tainty the ownership of any piece of land because the ownership, or 
"paper title", as so disclosed is subject to, and liable te be de- 
feated by, claims of persons in possession, or who have had poss- 
cession. On the other hand, under the present law, it is only 
after twenty years of continuous adverse possession that the pur- 


chasers of many such titles can be sure of their ownership. This 
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long term of required possession affords many opportunities for 
fraud which your committee believe are frequently taken advantage 
of, and sometimes fraudulent claims are asserted successfully as it 
is exceedingly difficult to obtain evidence to controvert testimony 
as to relationships and family histories for twenty years back, 

"Should this bill pass the period of adverse possession will be 
reduced to ten years and the result will be that when a claim of ti- 
tle based upon extrinsic evidence is set up it will be far more eay 
to obtain testimony bearing upon the questions of possession, pedi- 
gree und other matters relating to the validity of the calims and 
thereby render it less difficult to expose fraud and discover mis= 
take. Land titles would be rendered more valuable because less li- 
able to attack. 

"The necessities of a progressing and developing community de- 
mand more security in the matter of land titles than we now enjoy. 
And it is proper to require of land owners a reasonable amount of 
vigilance in the care and supervision of their lands and it is but 
right to punish the careless for sleeping on instead of asserting, 
their rights when their inaction is detrimenatl to the community at 
large, 

"We believe that the passage of the bill will have a far reach» 
ing effect in the quieting of disputed titles and will thus cause a 
marked improvement in land matters. 

"We recommend that the bill pass. 

"Signed by Robertson, Kaeo and Achi, Judiciary Committee." 

Resol. #61: Rep. Isenberg introduccd a Resolution that the Minister 
of the Interior send the Superintendent of Public Works to Kauai as 


soon as possible to examire into the damages cuatained by the 
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bridges of Kauai, the Lawai and Hanapepe bridges having been washed 
away and the Waimea bridge was in great danger, and traffic had 
been entirely stopped on Kauai. 

Referred to the Public Lands committee. 

Rep. Achi gave notice of a bill amending Chapter 57 of the Law 
of 1892; and Rep. McCandless gave notice of a bill relating to the 
restriction of the importation and sale of opium and preparations 
thereof. Rep. Loebenstein gave notice of a bill relating to In= 
ternal Taxes, Rep. Robertson gave notice of a bill relating to 
prohibiting the importation, sale, giving, or furnishing of Foreign 
Goods, Wares or Merchandise, stamped, marked, branded, in such man= 
ner as to induce any person to believe that the same were grown, . 
produced or manufuctured in the Republic of Hawaii. 

On permission being granted, Rep. Loebenstein introduced for 
the first time House Bill #58 re: An act granting a franchise for 
an Electric or Steam Railway on the Island of Hawaii. 

The bill passed first reading by title. 

UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 

Second reading of House Bill #47 re: Practice of Law. 

The bill was read together with the report of the Judiciary 
Committee recommending the Indefinite postponement of the bill. 

Rep. Kahaulelio moved the passage of ths bill. 

Rep. Kaeo moved the adoption of the recommendation of the Com 
mittee in their report, which motion was put and carried by a vote 
of 6 to 2, and the bill was declared indefinitely postponed. 

fecond reading of Substitute to House Bill #59 re: Tax Appeal 
Courts, The original bill together with the committee report and 


the Substitute Bill by the Finance Committee were all read. 
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Section 1 was read. On moticn of Minister Smith the words:

"The intent of this Act is to place a specific duty on that 
style of liquor brewed from rice and commonly Known as Saki. That 
prior to July, 1897, there was a large amount of saki imported into 
the Republic, a large proportion of which was consumed by the nat- 
ive Hawaiians on whom the effect Was one to be deplored. That 
owing to the passage of the Act which this Bill proposes to amend 
and which went into effect July lst, 1897, the importation of Saki 
has gradually diminished, until the first three months of 1898, the 
amount imported was only 2983 gallons. That in consequence the 
consumption by the native Hawaiian has almost entirely stopped 
since the taking effect of the Act of 1896. From which your com- 
mittee deduct the conclusion that the high duty imposed by the said 


act has placed this kind of liquor at such a high price that the 
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native Hawaiians have either used less of beverages of this nature, 
or have sought some other beverage, which does not kave the deplor= 
able effect which Saki has. On inquiry your committee believe that 
the Saki used in Japan is a much milder and better article than 
that commonly retailed here, Whether the substance or substances 
in Saki which caused this deplorable effect on those drinking this 
liquor are added before or after importation we are unable to de- 
temine, Your cormittee believe that it is impossible to import 
the saki used in Japan into this country, unless the same be forti= 
fied with more or less alcohol cr other fortifying spirit or sub- 
stance, Again on inguiry your committee have cause to believe 
that the amount of saki used among the Japanese laborers here does 
not nearly amount to the~quantity named in the petition, that a 
large number of the better class of laborers do not use Saki but 
very little if any, and that consequently the present law creates 
no hardship on them, Again the present Bill by imposing a special 
duty on Saki wovld discriminate either for or against the came, 
which your committee do not consider wise to do at this time. We 
do therefore recommend that the Bill and the petition be laid on 
the table, Signed by Pogue, Paris, end Gear, Finance Committee." 

The report was tabled for consideration with the bill.

Claim of Sundry persons in re S.S.Kinai Maru, $ 6018.00 
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"Your committee has very carefully gone over and investigated 
the vouchers in this matter and found them in satisfactory order 
and reasonsble in amount. The ¢ircumstences under which this ex- 
pense Was incurred were peculiar, The vessel came direct from 
Kobe, the immigrants were refused the privilege of landing, during 
the time they were being examined small pox broke out among them. 
The people had to be returned to Japan and the Kinai Maru was the 
only vessel that would take them. The people were very unruly,the 
guards had to be doubled, and there was danger of an out break. To 
retain the Kinai Maru till she paid her emall pox expenses would 
have necessitated retaining the turbulant immigrants. No one in 
the city would become responsible for the expenses of the vessel so 
the only thing the Government would do was to take a bottomry bond 
on the vessel. This the vessel has refused to pay, but the case is 
now pending in Japan. The committee recommends the payment of all 
the claims and at the came time desires to commend the action of 
the Executive for their action in the matter, which probably saved 
considerable trouble and loss of life. 

"The committee recommend the payment of the item of $91.65 for 
the Band. This item consists of music ordered from London; also 
the items for Military $14; Clerical sid, San Francisco Consulate, 
$90, a bill which came in after the close of the period; and claim 
of Thomas Nott $16, a small item which has been overlooked for four 
years. Your committee also recommend that the Expenses for Diplo- 
matic and Consular Service, amounting to $5020.00 and Expenses of 
Special Envoy to London $3424.06 be also paid, but it would Like to 
the attention of the Executive to the fact that in future when in= 


curring similar expenses, they should be authorized by a distinct 
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"authorization from the Council of State. 

Signed by Robertson, Atkinson, and Pogue."

informers a share of the fines. An interview with Marshal Brown 
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has confirmed this belief. The existence of the present provisions 
of the law is a standing temptation to informers and weak police 
officials to commit conppiracy and perjury. And we may here re- 
mark that the informer's share of these fines does not always reach 
the real informer, but is frequently divided with paid officers of 
the Government whose duty it should be to enforce the laws without 
compensation beyond their regular salaries. 

"It also to be noticed that the bill does not alter the provi- 
sion of the law which allows to informers the sum of one dollar per 
pound ôn all opium captured so that the incentive to work up large 
cases still remains. For these reasons we recommend that the bill 
pass. figned by Robertson, Kaeo, and Achi, Judiciary Committee."

to Honolulu, throughout the country. The committee believed that 
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the passage of the bill would work a hardship upon the graziers in 
many of the districts where large tracts of pasture land were un- 
fenced and also in cases where the roads run through pasture lands. 
That it would be unreasonable to force the owners of large tracts 
of land through which a road runs to fence along both sides of the 
road in order to save their stock from being impounded. That 
while the law was well enough for populous towns, yet there was no 
good reason for extending it to pastoral districts. „The Majority 
of the committee therefore recommended that the bill be laid upon 
the table, Signed by McCandless and Kaai.

STANDING COMMITTEES. 

Report #82:- Rep. Wilder presented the report of Commerce Committee on 
House Bill #59 relating to the importation of goods, wares, and 
merchandise branded or boxed in such a manner as to induce people 
to believe that the same were produced in this Republic, stating: 

"This Act is aimed to promote honesty in business dealings and 
to promote and protect Island production and manufacture, It is 
clearly an imposition and fraud upon the purchaser to have the 
quality or make of goods misrepresented in the way sought ta be 


guarded against by this Act. Of recent years a great deal of leg- 
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islation has been passed to guard against fraud and misrepresent- 
ation of this and similar character an@ with very wholesome results 
anl the tendency of all this legislation is to compel the vendor of 
any goods or produce to be honest in every respect in his represent 
ations of the quality of his goods. Also one of the immediate 
causes for the introduction of this Act is the fact that washing 
soaps made in California are sent down here and stamped and repres- 
ented as if they were made in the Islands, and the result is that 
large amount of this soap are sold to customers who have been in 
the habit of using Island soap and perfer it as being purer and 
better. Such practices of course should be stopped and this Bill 
is calculated to accomplish its purpose. 

Signed by Wilder, Isenberg, and Richards." 

The report was tabled for consideration with the bill. 

Report #83:- Rep. Wilder for Commerce Committee reported on House Bill 
#61 relating to repealing the laws of 1864 relating to the Recov- 
ery of Rents recommending the passage of the bill, and stating: 

"In their opinion the method of enforcing rent by distraining 
the goods of the tenant gives undue power to the landlord and is 
liekly to lead to abuses and also occasionally to positive breaches 
of the peace. Many of the State Legislatures have abolished this 
method of procedure, and we are of the opinion that the landlord 
will have sufficient protection by cuit for the recovery of his 
rent, ete, 

The report was ‘abled with the bill. 

Report #84:- Rep. Wilder presented Majority report of Commerce Commié-~ 

tee on House Bill #51 relating to the sale of spirituous liquors, 


recommending the indefinite postponement of the bill, and stating: 
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"This Act is wide and far reaching in its effect. It aims to 
revolutionize the policy of this country in reference to granting 
of licenses for the retail of spirituous liquors, a policy which 
had stood ever since the civilized government was organized in thes 
Islands. The policy of the law heretofore has been to treat the 
sale of spirituous liquors as a police measure. fn other words, 
no man is necessarily considered to have any right to engage in the 
liquor business, Under our Constitution and under the policy of 
our laWs any man can engage in whatever pursuit or occupation suits 
him; the liquor business has not stood upon that footing. The sale 
of liquor is regarded somewhat in the light of a necessary evil and 
the matter of granting the licenses has been strictly within the 
discretion of the Central Government. The policy of our law has 
been that it is necessary to have liquor sold, therefore it is ne- 
cessary to grant licenses to a few to engage in that business, and 
whe they shall be and how many they shall be is vested in the dis- 
cretion of the Government. In our opinion that should be so, and 
the past history of the country and the results of that policy just 
ify this contention. There is not a State in the Union that is not 
moving in the matter of liquor licenses towards the position here- 
tofore and now occupied by our Government. The indiscriminate 
granting of licenses has been one of the curses of municipal govern 
ment in the United States. Under this Act any body can engage in 
the selling of liquor provided he can secure the signatures of one 
hundred tax-payers of the district for which the license is asked. 
These tax-payers need not be citizens. The signature of any Chines 
or Japanese laborer will be quite as good as the signature of a ci- 


tizen and property holder of the district. In other words, this 
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assumed check requiring the signature of one hundred tax payers a- 
mounts absolutely to nothing. The bill does not prevent the grant 
ing of more than one license in each district; in other words, the 
proposition is to open wide the sale of liquor, and we predict that 
ig it be passed the next move will be to reduce the amount of the 
license fee. This bill is a direct movement towards low and ir- 
responsible groggeries and directly towards that which has disgrace 
municipal rule in the United States and forced the saloon in a posi 
tion of power that makes it well-nigh impossible to have honest gov 
ernment, If we weigh the laws of the right to engage in the liquor 
business against the good that comes from limiting these licenses 
to a few parties we believe that the great bulk of the citizens of 
this country will cheerfully forego the right or privilege of run= 
ning saloons for the peace and law and order and increase in the 
peace and order that comes to the community from having the saloons 
limited in number and vesting the right to grant or refuse a li- 
cense in the responsible heads of the Government. It keeps the 
saloon keepers orderly and within the law, and if they could insist 
upon having their licenses irrespective of their conduct and how 
they behaved themselves one of the great checks upon saloons would 
be broken down. It is argued that the present law makes a monopoly 
of the business. We are glad of it and the closer that monopoly 
the better for the welfare of this country. We do not consider 
that the citizen at large has lost very much in being deprived of 
the opportunity to acquire a license to scll liquor as a matter of 
right. The class of men now engaged in the liquor business are ex 
ceptionally superior and many of them heartily second the efforts 
of the police and authorities in enforcing every provision of the 


license law, These men would largely be driven out of the business

as soon as the tendencies became lawless. We heartily recommend 
the indefinite postponement of this bill. Signed by Wilder and 
Isenberg." 

The Majority report was tabled with the bill and Minority 
Report to be presented by Richards. 

Answer #91:- Minister Cooper presented his reply to the question of 
Rep. Achi in re additional work imposed upon Messrs. Wilcox and Rey 
nolds of the Board of Health since the death of R. W. Meyers, and 
also in re extra work done by Mr. Jas. H. Boyd during the temporary 
absence of Chief Clerk Hassinger of the Interior Office. The Min- 
ister of the Interior ad interim stated that during the absence of 
Mr. J. A. Hassinger, Mr. J. H. Boyd, the First Assistant, performed 
the duties of Chief Clerk, and that said Boyd had not asked for any 
extra pay.

The bill was read and on motion of Rep. Kahaulelio, the ayes 
and noes were called on final passage of the bill, as follows: 
Ayes: Reps. Loebenstein, Richards, Achi, Kahaulelio, Robertson, 
Atkinson, Gear, McCandless, Wilder, Isenberg, and Kaai, 11; and 
bill was declared pass third reading. 

Third reading of House Bill #68 re: Disability of a Circuit 
Judge. The bill was read. 

On motion of Rep. Robertson, the words in Section 3: "the 
foregoing section" were substituted by words "of this Act." 

Rep. Gear moved to strike out Section 2 in bill. 

The motion was put and carried, the Chair voting in favor. 

On motion of Rep. Gear the two remaining sections #3 and #4 
were made Sections 2 and 3 respectively. 

Rep. Achi moved to.strike out the words: "absence of" in the 
title, and also the words in Section 1: "or absence from the coun-- 


try." The motion Was put and lost. 
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An amendment by Rep. McCandless that "the said Judge shall re= 
ceive two-thirds of the salary paid to the Circuit Judge" was also 
put and lost. 

Rep. Achi moved to defer consideration of the bill until the 
next day, Lost.

Atkinson asked 
to be excused from voting until later, granted; Rep. Gear voted 
aye; Rep. Mcpandless asked to be excused, granted; ayes: Reps. Wild 
er, Isenberg, Achi, Atkinson, McCandless, and Kaai, 11. Noes: Rep. 
Loebenstein, 1. The bill was declared pass third reading.

STANDING COMMITTEES. 

Report #95:= Rep. Pogue presented report of Majority of Finance Commit- 
tee on House Bill #8 re: "An act to provide a revenue for the Gov- 
ernment by the imposition of a Tax on Incomes, and to Repeal Act 65 
of the Session Laws of 1896 relating thereto," stating: 

"We find that this bill proposes to place a tax on the net an= 
nual income, over and above $1500.00 of every individual or corpora 
tion in this pepublic. The bill describes how the net income may 
be computed, the manner in which the tax may be levied, assessed, 
and collected, and how an appeal from such assessment may be taken. 
In considering this Bill, we have made inquiries as to the mode of 
assessing and collecting income taxes in other countries, We 
have also consulted many of our citizens and tax payers as to the 
fairness and justness of the principle of a tax on incomes in addi-« 
tion to the present property tax law, it was without exception con 
ceded that a tax on incomes was the fairest and most just and equit 
able tax that could be levied. We believe that a tax on incomes 
most perfectly carries out the intent of Section 2, Article 11 of 


our Constitution, which states that each member of society, in re 
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turn for the protection by law, of his property, shall contribute 
is share of the expenses of such protection. Your committee con= 
sider that those members of society who have large incomes, should 

contribute more thun those having small incomes. We find that 

at the present time in some cases, persons having large incomes 

contribute no more towards the maintenance of the Government than 
the common laborer on the road or in the field. This is certainly 


unjust. We believe that a tax on incomes, in addition to the pre- 


ot 


sent property tux, while it might not be wholly just and equitable, 
is absolutely necessary in order to initiate that system of taxa- 
ticn in this country. Again, "What should be done to-day, cught 
not to be put off until to-morrow," and we would, by postponing the 
enactment of an income tax at this Session, be placing on others 
the responsibility which we should assume. Further, by the very 
conditions of our community, it is impossible to arrive at a just 
rate for assessment, until the amount and number of taxable incomes 
are obtainable. This can only be obtained after an income tax has 
been in operation, and the passage of the present Act, with amend- 
ments, will form a basis on which the next, or coming Legislatures 
may perfect the whole system of taxation, We do therefore recom- 
mend thet with the follcwing Amendments, the Bill pass. (Then fol= 
ioy the Amendments.) 

"Further we would reccommend thst in order that our whole tax 
system may be adjusted and placed on a fair, equal, and just basis 
at the next Sessicn of the Legislature, the following Joint Resol- 
ution be adopted: 

OS Ae RESOLUTION. 


"WHEREAS, the present systems of taxation are in many respects 
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unjust, unfair and unreasonable, end that a thorough adjustment and 
reorganization of the present system of taxation is imperative; 

BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate and House of Representatives, 
thet the President, by and with the approval of the Cabinet, shall 
immediately after the approval of this Resolution appoint a Commis- 
sion of Three Mmebers who shall concider ways and means for the im- 
provement and adjustment of the J.icense, Property, Income, end Poll 
Tax system, and shall report at the next Session of the Legislature, 
some Bill or Bills for such improvement and adjustment, together 
with any recommendations which they may see fit. 

RESOLVED FURTHER, that there be set apart in the Approprietion 
Bill from any available funds in the Treasury, the sum of Five 
Thousand Dollars for the remuneration and expenses of such Commis- 
sion.

Report #96:= Rep. Pogue presented report of Finance Committee on House 
Bill #50 entitled "An Act cresting an Auditor-Genceral's Department 
andto further regulate the Receipt, Custody and Disbursement of Pub 
lic Monies and provide for the cupervision of publie accounts and 
audit of Public Accounts, end pepealing Chapter 23 of the Session 
Laws of 1892, entitled 'An act to regulate the Receipt, Custody, 
end Issue of the Public Monies, and to provide for the Audit of 


Public Accounts'", stating: 
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"We find that the present system of auditing public accounts 
is entirely unsatisfactory, not only to the Auditor-General and the 
Minister of Finance, but tothe public at large, and generally to 
all concerned. Although it seeme to your committee that the pre~ 
scnt law is ample in many respects, the fact still remains that 
only a portion of the public accounts are audited, and that it is 
entirely impossible for the Auditor-General to audit the accounts 
of the different accountants of the Government, which accounts, we 
have found in many instances, are sadly in need of auditing and 
supervision, This Bill seeks not only to have the Auditor-General 
audit all accounts of the Government accountants, but gives him the 
general supervision of all the Book-keeping of the Government, al- 
lowing him a Deputy Auditor-General, and other assistants, for the 
thorough auditing of all books of the different bureaus and offices 
of the Government, not only in Honolulu, but in the other Districts 
of the Islands as well, requiring him to draw warrants on the Trea~« 
sury for every expense of the Government, excepting for the redemp= 
tien of bonds of the National Debt, interest cn Coupons of the same 
interest on over-due warrants, special deposits, and Expenses of 
the Legislature, which expenses however, he is required to audit 
and record as well as every other receipt or disbursement made to, 
by or through the Public Treasury. We believe, if the Government 
Accounts are to be audited at all, they should be done so in the 
most thorough manner, and that all and every account, both receipt 
and expense, should be audited by the Auditer General or his Deputy 
and that great improvement and saving of expense can be obtained by 
the Auditor General having the general cversight of the bocks of 


the different eccountants of the Government, and placing them on 
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one general system, We do therefore recommend that with the fols 
lowing amendments and additions, the Bill pass (Then follew the 
Amendments). Signed by Reps. Pogue and Gear, Finance Committee." 

On moticn the Amendments by the Committee were referred to the 
Printing Committee. 

Rep. Wilder was excused from serving on House Bill #76 rel=- 
ating to the carrying of mails by ccasting vessels, he being inter» 
csted in shipping, and Rep. Gear was appointed in his stead. 

Petit, #92:- The rules being suspended, Rep. Robertson introduced a 
petition from Messrs. Hoffsechlaeger & Co. and Lovejoy & Co., pray- 
ing thet en appropriation of $1111.43 be made to re-imburse them 
for the amount exacted from them over nå above the regular duties 
on certain shipments of wine from California in 1896.

SELECT COMMITTEES. 

Report #97:- Rep. Pogue presented the report of the Select Committee on 
EKouse Bill #55 entitled "An act to authorize and provide for the 
construction, maintenence, end operation of a street railway or 
railways in streets and roads on the Island of Oahu (Rapid Transit 
Co."), stating: 

"his bill seeks to grant to certain persons named therein,- 
and both residents and tax payers,= rights on certain streets, also 
named therein, to operate a Street Railway propelled by Electricity 


compressed air, or other mechanical means, engines or other vehicle 
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emitting steam, smoke or offensive odors, as well es animals for 
use se motive power, being strictly prohibited. The bill describes 
fully the method in which the road and rolling stock shall be con- 
structed. Rates of fare are also regulated which are reasonable. 
The proper authority is given our Government as to matters not men= 
tioned, but perhaps liable to arise. All profits, after retaining 
a reasonable amount for a sinking fund and paying eight per cent. 
on the capital stock, is to be divided equally with the Government. 
The work of construction must be begun within the first year; at 
least ten miles must be completed, equipped and ready for use with= 
in three years, ə failure for which we recommend a penalty, and the 
remainder of the Railway must be completed and in running order 
within five years, otherwise the Company forfeit any rights on any 
unoccupied streets. One of the most importaht provisions, in the 
estimation of your committee, is, however, that the management and 
the Directors shall be residents of these Islands, thus insuring 
the Company to be of our own people. We have examined the list of 
subscribers to stock, and find that the intention is that it shall 
be fully and entirely a Domestic Corporation. Therefore with the 
follcwing Amendments we would recommend that the bill pass. (Here 
folicw the Amendments.) . . . . Signed by Pogue, Achi, Isenberg, 
and Wilder, Special Committee." 

On motion of Rep. Isenberg, the Amendments were referred to 
the Printing Committee. 

At the request of Rep. Pogue, the felect Committee on House 
Bill #58 was granted thirty days more to report.

"The Franchise by vhich said corporation operates was granted 
during the Sescion of the Legislature of 1884, to Wm. R. Austin and 
his associates and assigns, or such corporation as might be incor~ 
porated or organized by him or them. That an extension of time for 
the completion and equipment of this Railroad was granted in 1888 
to extend to September 15th, 1889. That the right to use electric 
power Was granted by the Legislature of 1890, and extended by the 
Legislature of 1895 until January lst., 1897; such right having ex 
pired by limitation on the above date, That the object of this 
Bill is not only to extend for thirty-three years more, the origin- 
al Franchise to Wm. R. Austin and Associates, but also to regrant 
the use of electric power or other mechanical pover., Your comite 
tee further find on careful and extensive enquiry, that the service 
given by the said Company to the public in the past has been not 
altogether satisfactory, That there being a large majority of the 
stock of this Company owned abroad, none of the Directors are res- 
idents of our Republic. The Company may therefore be strictly 
termed a Foreign Corporation. That inasmuch as there is another 
Bill before this House to grant a Franchise to a Company to be com- 
posed, or very largely so, of our own residents, and that by the 
terms of that Franchise, the Directors and other persons having 
charge, management, and control thereof, shall be residents of our 


Islands, that such a corporation could strictly be called a Domes- 


ti¢ Corporation. We consider that all Domestic Corporations shout 
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"at least be allowed the same benefits and privileges as a Foreign. 

We believe that the Hawaiian Tramways Co., Ltd., has had ample op- 

portunity and time to inaugurute electric power in the place of 

animal. Inasmuch therefore as this Foreign Corporation has had 

ample opportunity in the past to make use of improved motive power 

we would recommend that our own people be now granted the same op- 

portunity, and that this bill be laid on the table. 

Signed by Pogue (Chairman), Wilder, and Loebenstein. 

Reps. Achi and Isenberg, of the Special Committee, did not concur." 
Report #98:- Rep. Achi then presented the Minority Report of the above 

Special Committee on House Bill #31 relating to the Hawaiian Tram- 

ways Co. Ltd., as follows: 

"Your committee consider that it is proper that certain privi- 
leges should be given to the above mentioned Company so as to en- 
able them to dispense with the hauling of their cars by old mules 
upon the streets of the City, and thet they be allowed to extend 
their lines to the streets which they ask for, subject to the fol- 
lowing conditions:

"'The title of the Government to the piece of land in question 
has been undisputed since 1848 at least, and it has never been tram 
ferred to any private party. Even before the Mahele the "Kulaoka- 
hua Plains" were considered Government property. The streets in 
the makai portion of the Plains were laid out and the land subdiv= 
ded into lots by Mr. Metcalf in 1847-49, Some lots were sold in 
1847, and in 1850 over forty were disposed of to private parties. 
As for the "Parade Grounds", it was reserved by the Minister of the 
interior, Hon. ©. G. Wilder, at the time of the general sale of 
lots on the Kulaokahua Plains for a parade ground, at the request 
of the King (Kalakaua), and no private person has ever laid claim 


to it.'" 
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The report was tabled with Senate Bill #19. 

A communication was received from the Senate that the Senate 
had concurred to House Amendments to fenate Bill #7 and that the 
said bill together with House Bill #66 were referred to the Passed 
Bills Committee; also that House Bill #61 relating to Recovery of

heport #1lo3:— Rep. Loebenstein presented report of Public Lands Commit- 
tee on House Bill #52 relating to amending Part V of the Land Act 
of 1895, stating that the committee found that the provisions of 
the bill were intended to give to holders of public lands, except 
wet lands, under a general lease, the right to obtain a land Patent 
ae any portion of such leased premises not exceeding 600 acres,- 
upon surrcnder of the original lease, and upon complying with all 
the conditions specified in the original act,- to the satisfaction 
and consent of the Commissioners of Public Lands and with the appre 
val of the Executive Council. That a summary of the leases of ahu- 
puaas alone on the several islands of the group showed the same to 
amount to more than 900,000 acres, the leases running from 3 to 21 
years. Of this total area, while there was considerable that may 
be adapted for mere pastoral or minor agricultural purposes,- a 
large amount was well adapted to coffee culture and development. 
That many of these lands, more particularly those under long terms 
of lease, were held at mere nominal rental figures, grossly incom- 


mensurate to the intrinsic value, frequently but a limited area was 
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occupied, the large portion remaining inert, undeveloped, and unpre 
ductive, . . . That should this bill became law, there was no 
doubt that the opportunity given for such surrender would in many 
cases be availed of, as to the desirability for some such provision 
there could be but little doubt, opportunity would thus be afforded 
to the present holders cf large tracts, to reduce their holdings, 
concentrating their energies on the development of the portion re- 
maining to them,-while of the land regained by the Government, ther 
would be brought about the expansion of "the many homes for the 
many" idea, and of that small farming element which was the real 
backbone and sinew of strength to any country. For all of which 
reasons the committee recommended that the bill pass, Signed by 
Loebenstein, Kaai, and Mccandless, Public Lands Committee.

Vice~fpeaker Kaai called the House to order at lo a/m. Chap- 
lain Waiamau offered the morning devotions after which the Roll was 
called; twelve members were present, Rep.

Answer #97:= Minister Cooper presented his answer to the question of 
Rep. Achi relating to increase of death rate in this city since 
the change of the time for excavating cess pools was made from the 
day time to the night time. The President of the Board of Health 
in his report to the acting Minister of the Interior stated that 
statistics showed that for the 35 days previous to February 24th, 
there were 87 deaths among the residents of this city, and for the 
55 days commencing from February 24th, there were 77 deaths. 

On motion of Rep. Achi the reply was filed. 

A message was received from the Senate that House Bill #68 was 
referred to the Passed Bills Committee, and forwarding to this 
House Senate Bill #4 and Amendments to House Bills #5, #35, #41, 
and #54.

Answer #98:=~ Minister Cooper presented his reply to the question of Rep 
Wilder relating to the Government filling in and converting into 
dry land portions of the tide lands of Honolulu harbor suitable for 
wharves: 


Ans, 1: The Government is filling in for wharf purposes an area of 


Ans, 
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92,000 sq. feet, being a portion of a lot of land conveyed to the 
Government upon condition that a certain other area belonging to 
Youmans! Estate amounting to 57,000 sq, feet be filled by the Gov- 
ernment. This is all the Government is prepared to fill in the 
immediate future. 
2: If it is understood that the area which it was contended shoul 
be dug out is the area between the wharves of the Pacific Adverti= 
ser Map, then about 65,000 sq. feet of this area is being filled, 
and a portion of this land covered by the wharf in the Map is being 
dug out. 
5: The wharf frontage to be made by filling, already staked out, 
is 850 feet with a possibility of increasing it about 7oo feet with 
less than one half the excavation required by the plan published in 
the Pacific Advertiser, 
4: The cost of excavating to give the 850 feet Wharf frontage 
will be 17,000. 
5: The amount spent in dredging the Pacific Mail slip, so called, 
would probably excavate an area of 170,000 sq. feet, considerable 
more than that being filled in and would give wharf frontage of 
18,000 feet. This, however, could not be done without acquiring 
property not now owned by the Government. 
ê: I an not aware that the propriety of the filling in of this 
land is in issue except so far as it is covered by the item in the 
Appropriation Bill for Dredging Honolulu Harbor. 
73 I am not aware that any member of the Cabinet has made any pub- 
Lic declaration of the intention to make the fillings in question. 
On motion of Rep. Pogue, the answer was referred to the Public 


Lands Committee for them to report at the same time with Concurrent 
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Resolution #2 by Rep. Robertson rclating to the same subject. 

Rep. Richards reported House Bill #52 as typewritten. 

Report #108:- Rep. Achi presented report of Select Committee on Resolu- 
tion #4 relating to the Registry of Deeds and zand Transfer, giving 
full and complete explanations of the "Torrens Land System," "Name 
Index," "Dictionary Index," and "Property Index System". In con- 
clusion the committee stated: 

"We beleive that the time has come when an earnest effort shoul 
be made to improve upon our registration system and to this end we 
advise the compiling of a "Property Index" and "Dictionary Index". 

These two indexes, when completed, will furnish an accurate 
key to the records of the courts affecting titles as well as to the 
volumes in the Registry Office. This system could and should be 
made to yield considerable revenue to the Government by the charg- 
ing of fees for copies of abstracts or for pernission to examine 
the indexes. In fact it would be making a mistake to permit the 
indiscriminate examination of the proposed indexes in the manner 
now permitted in regard to those in present use. The establishment 
of this system of indexes together with the reduction of the period 
of limitation in regard to land will render the step to the Torrens 
System a much easier one to take than it would be at present. To 
compile the property and dictionary indexes separately would, in 
our opinion, cost at least $30,000, but we think that by working 
them up jointly a considerable saving could be made. The work can 
be done in about two years. 

"We recommend that the sum of $25,000 be appropriated for "Pro- 
perty and Dictionary Indexes" upon the lines suggested above. 


"We submit herewith copies of statements made to us by the per- 
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sons with whom we have consulted. Signed by Achi, Gear, and Rob- 
ertson, Special Committee." 
On motion of Rep. Richards the report was referred to the 
Printing Committee. 
Report #109:—= Rep. Robertson reported for the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee on House Bill #57 relating to ForeignCorporations, as follows: 

"The following are the objects of the bill. (1) To compel 
foreign corporations doing business in this country to file annual 
statements with the Minister of the Interior in the same form as is 
now required of domestic corporations. (2) To deny to foreign 
corporations the special powers conferred upon railroad and banking 
corporations, (3) "To authorize the Minister of the Interior to 
compel the productiog, of the books and papers of any foreign corpor 
ation, to examine the officers end members of any such corporation 
touching its affairs, and to enforce all these provisions by deny- 
ing to such corporations, in case of neglect or refusal to obey, 
the benefit of the laws of the Republic. 

"We believe that our laws with respect to foreign corporations 
are too lax in regard to the matters referred to, and we conse- 
quently approve of the objects cf the bill. Owing to the unsatis- 
factory condition of the existing statutes relating to foreign cor- 
porations, we think it advisable to repeal instesd of amend them. 
For this purpose we have prepared a substitute bill which embraces 
the points contained in the bill as introduced and repeals the ex- 
isting statutes, We recommend “hat the substitute bill pass, end 
that Bill #67 be laid upon the table. Signed by Robertson and 
Pogue," The report Was tabled with the bill.
